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The following is an account of the reactivation of the 
Metro New York Chapter #36 of Quarter Century Wireless 
Association. It is hoped that this account may see 
some help fo the revitalization of a non-active chapter and 
also may serves us a tool to founding a new chapter. 


‘The Metro Chapter has a rather distinct and unique 
place in the history of QCWA. As we know, on December 
5, 1947, an organizational meeting was held in New York 
City which lead to the founding of QCWA with John Di 
Blasi, W2FX elected President. From iis inception the 
National Headquarters for QCWA was in New York City 
‘Such hosted semi-annual meetings, By 1963 the 
‘of OCWA was apparent. The Organization had 
Hilated Chapters. President DiBlasi always 
held steadfast in his idea that the Headquarters should be 
In New York City and as such should not have its own 
Chapter. In 1968 John DiBlasi gave up the Presidency to 
Earl Thomas, W2MMI. At this point In time David Tally, 
WPF applied tor Chapter Status for what had been the 
National Headquarters group, and the Metro New York 
came into being. Subsequently National 
3 ws moved to Texas and the break with New 
York was complete. 


In the ensuing years Metro New York functioned quite 
well as » healthy and contributive Chapter of GCWA hold- 
Ing semi-monthly luncheon meetings which were well 
supported by an active membership. However, over 2 
period of more than twenty yeurs things began to change 
for Metro. The group had always been somewhat insular 
and a bit exclusive. little effort to recruit new 
members and in holding to its luncheon meeting policy 
made it difficult for working member’ 

4 complex inter-mixing of many factors such as age. 
member's deaths, flight {rom the large Metropolitan areas 
into the suburbs and/or warmer climates and, more im- 
portantly, loss of vitality, the Metro New York Chapter 
hhad all But ceased to exist.
